A great 
emigration movement from Russia is 
to be expected, 
vv'e shall bring to the 


Basle congress a program which, we 
believe, will help our people. 
With 


Zion's greetings." 


HERZL." 


From Baritz came these words of 


Dr. Max Nordau: 


"I trust you will continue to devel- 


op into a power to the honor of Ameri- 
can Jewry, and to the benefit of the 
Jewish people, whose position in the 
world is more appalling than It has 
been at any moment in.the last cen- 
tury- The name of Kishinev, written 
with lettf-rs of blood and fire in the 
old and ever new niartyrolopy of Is- 
rael, is sufficient by us to bear out this 
statement. It shows that for our peo- 


ple, 
there is no such thing as pro- 


gress. 


"For us, history has not moved on- 


ward by one step for the last eight 
hundred years. We are still in the 
fearful period of the crusades, when 
the pious warrior* of the cross train- 
ed themselves to their heroic work by 
the wholesale slaughter of Jews, and 
the looting of defenseless 
gheuoes.
